bill denying federal aid highway ap- 


 propriations to road building projects 
on which convict labor is used. 

Georgia congressmen who led a 
vigorous opposition to the amendment 
Said if finally ypheld it would dis- 
rupt the state's system of road con- 
struction, since Georgia uses convict 
labor in its highway operations. 

The amendment was sponsored by 
Representative F. H. La Guardia, re- 
publican, of New York, and passed 
by a-comfortable margin. Another 
vote is expected to be taken when the 
house gets out of committee of the 
whole before final passage of the bill, 
and a determined effort will be made 
to eliminate the provision at that 
time. In the event the amendment is 
retained in the house bill Georgia 
members said the fight would be ca® 
ried to the senate, where the chances 
of defeating the undesirable restric- 
tion will be better. 

At least five members of the Geor- 
gia delegation joined in the debate, 
including Representatives Charles R. 
Crisp, E. E. Cox, Carl Vinson, W. W. 
Larsen and Robert. Ramspceck. 

All of the Georgia members told 
the house that the amendment would 
work a severe hardship on the state, 
Representative, Cox pointing out that 
the state now is being forced to take 
back from some of the counties con- 
victs who could be used for road build- 
ing purposes.

Antiquated cells and cages, inade- 
quate funds to employ guards and 
legislative indifference to overcrowd- 
ed conditions and possible conse- 
quences were assigned Tuesday by 
state prison officials as the primary 
causes of the escape of five notorious 
prisoners from the Milledgeville farm 
the past week. 

As a nation-wide search was 
launched Tuesday for Aubrey Smith, 
Abe Powers and Roy Gardner, fol- 
lowing the sensational break from a 
death cell Friday morning by Leland 
Harvey and Jack Martin, members 
of the prison commission admitted 


‘the prison- cannot be made -escape- 
proof without funds, and. the legisla- 
ture, instead of increasing appropria- 
tions to meet overcrowded conditions, 
slashed them last summer. 

Vivian L. Stanley, secretary of the 


state prison commission, Tuesday 

night announced that the commission 

would pay a reward of $50 each for 

the capture of the escaped convicts.

The successful break of Powers, 
notorious. confidence man; Smith, 
with 170 years to serve, and Gardner. 
a short-termer—all from the same 
rust-eaten, wooden-floored cage, about 
midnight Monday, moved the state 
prison commission to decide upon has- 
tening an inquiry into circumstances 
surrounding these escapes and those 
by Leland Harvey and Jack Martin 
from the death cell five days before. 

Just as Harvey and Martin and 
approximately 700 ether prisoners 
were watched at night by only one 
guard, so Powers, Smith and Gardner. 
in the tubercular colony and separate 
from the main prison. also were 
watched by a lone guard. For the 
more than 900 prisoners at the farm, 
there are only 16 guards and 14 of 
these are assigned to day duty. 

Merritt Adams, whose duty _it is to 
make his rounds of the tubercular 
eamp every 10 minutes, discovered the 
escape of the ners and reported 
it to Warden naway. who sounded 
a general alarm. “The fugitives could 
not have had a start of more than 
10 minutes,” Warden Dunaway said

“Secretary Hyde omits all reference 
to thia pregnant provision of the va- 
rious Liberty loan acts,” said Glass, 
“including the Victory loan act, pass- 
ed long after the armistice was signed. 
Thus he thinks that he has been en- 
abled to deceive the public by this 
species of culpable pettifogging.

“The people of the United States, 
and the world, will -watch with more 
interest than anything in recent 
years,’ Mr. Daniels said, “the oper- 
ations of the two-billion-dollar recon- 
struction ‘board.

“Death Farm” Recalled. 
Williams, the trusty killed by the 
automobile in which Smith and Gard- 
ner, and probably Powers, made their 


dash for freedom, figured in one of} 


Georgia’s most sensational criminal 
cases. 

A little more than a decade ago, 
Williams operated a large farm in 
asper county. It was his custom, the 
records show, often to appear in the 
various courts and pay fines or sup- 
ply bonds for arrested negroes. e 
would ‘then employ them on _ his 
farm to work out the money he had 
supplied. 

This practice had persisted for 
some time when the federal govern- 
ment began an investigation to de- 
termine if the system he employed 
would come under the peonage act. 
The investigation went on some time 
and numbers of the negroes working 
for Williams were questioned. 

Negroes Disappeared. 

Shortly after the investigation, a 
disappearance, of negroes who it was 
thought might be used as witnesses 
against Williams was noted. Still 


{later the bodies of two of them were 


found in the Yellow river near the 
farm. 

There was a new investigation and 
Clyde Manning, a negro overseer for 
Williams, was questioned. The rec- 
ords showed that he confessed several 
negroes had been killed. The state 
charged Williams had killed or caused 
to be killed 11 negroes and disposed 
of their bodies by various means. 

He was convicted. The case re- 
mained in court some length of time 
and finally he was given a life sen- 
tence. Manning was indicted jointly 
with Williams. 

The case came to public attention 
back in 1921-1922. Since Williams had 
been confined at the prison he became 
a model prisoner and was made a 
trusty. 

Face Murder Charge. 

Prison officials said Tuesday that | 
if Gardner and Smith are recaptured 
they will be charged with the murder 
of Williams. 

The last entry on Williams’ prison 
record, entered Tuesday, reads: 
“Killed in line of duty by Aubrey 
Smith and Roy Gardner.” 

“Williams,” Commissioner Stanley 
said, “was one of the most trustéd 
and faithful prisoners at the state 


farm.” 
Member of Bunco Gang. 


Abe Powers was one of the original 
members of the Floyd Woodward 
bunco gang. He was serving a sen- 
tence for bunco operations when he 
escaped from Fulton tower in. 1926, 
having been brought here from the 
farm in order that he might be ques- 
tioned by Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin as to operations of some of 
his alleged confederates. He went to 
Texas and engaged in business, held 
a prominent position in the communi- 
ty and was looked upon as a first-class 
citizen. 

Recaptured aad brought back here 
to complete his sentence, which had 
less than a year to run, Powers said:

Smith Was Harvey’s Pal. 

Smith, more of a desperado than the) 
others, was a pal of Leland Harvey. 
They had done inside and outside 
work together. They made avwual get- 
away from the state prison several 
years ago and went to Macon to en- 
gage in further robberies. As a re- 
sult of operations while at liberty, 
they ‘received sentences totaling more 
than 100 years each. Smith, all to-, 
peter had more than 170 years to 


Roy Gardner's prison record began 
in DeKalb county in 1923 when he’ 
was sentenced to one to two years on 
the chain gang for robbery. He es- 
eaped in the same year and was not 
heard from again until he was con- 
victed in Macon, under the name of 
Frank Smith, for car-breaking and 
given a three to Ate hong rigon sen- 
tence. Sent to the it county 
gang, he escaped in 1926. Before be- 
ing returned to complete his prison 
sentence, he served a term in the fed- 
eral penitentiary here for violation 
of the tal laws. 

Buildings at Farm. 

The Georgia state prison farm con- 
sists of two main buildings about one 
mile.apart. Grouped about them are 
approximately 75 smaller units.

Dr. Herty says three plant path- 
ologists of the United States bureau of 
plant industry recentdy made a report 
on extensive studies of these plant 
diseases and for the first. time identi- 
fied the diseases positively and de- 
tailed the losses they cause. The 
studies were made in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Virginia and the Carolinas. 

When the southern cotton farmer 
some years ago found himself harass- 
ed by the boll weevil, many acres 
in the south were turned to production 
of peanuts. Now they have found 
that peanuts, too, have their ail- 
ments. 

The diseases listed in the report of 
the plant experts include the leaf spot, 
southern blight, molds and similar dis- 
CASES, 

The losses from the southern blight 
ranged from 10 to 50 per cent, Dr. 
Herty says.-In one field near Fort 
Gaines, Ga., the actual loss of nuts 
per acre amounted to 231 pounds. The 
average yield of peanuts per-acre in 
Georgia is 600 pounds. In still another 
field,; which in 1930 yielded 1,305 
pounds, the yield was reduced last 
season to 300 pounds. 

“Now that these diseases have been 
identified.it is very important that the 
work be continued and that resistant 
strain of peanuts be developed which 
will insure to the farmer a° sure re- 
turn with labor and money he spends 
in making his peanut crop,” Dr, Herty 
said. “It is sincerely to be hoped that 
the members of congress will see that 
the necessary funds are provided’ for 
carrying on this. work.” He said he 
thought it would be wise “to divert 
a small sum—say $5,000—from other 
lines of work” to aid the war on pea- 
nut diseases, to protect a crop which 
Dr. Herty said was valued annually at 
$50,000,000, including the hay. “With 
increasing demand for this important 
article of food it can become far larg- 
er, but diseases must be checked. The 
time is right at hand to put the scien- 


tists to work. I have the utmost con- 
| fitlence in the ability of our scientists 


to get rid of this evil.”

Following fast on the heels of 
last week’s escape from the state 
prison farm of Leland Harvey and 
Jack Martin comes the amazing 
news that three other notorious 
havé made a_ successful 
break for freedom from the same 
institution. 

Four of the five are long-term 
each with a record of 
escapes which should have caused 
them to be guarded in a manner 
to absolutely preclude the possibil- 
ity of any further get-aways. 

“Inside aid’’ was blamed by the 
warden for the jail break of Harvey 
and Martin, and the prison commis- 
sion fired the guard on duty. 

Now “outside aid’ is declared to 
have. been responsible for the 
escape of Aubrey Smith, Abe Pow- 
ers and Roy Gardner, 

If aid from both within and with- 
out can be obtained by felons will- 
ing to take the risk of a jail break, 
the wonder is not that there are so 
many escapes from the state prison 
farm, but that there are not more. 
The people of Georgia have the 
right to expect that hardened crim- 
inals, especially of the type of those

prisoners, 


_which have escaped during the past 


week, will be securely confined. 
‘They will not, and should not, put 
up much longer with prison meth- 
ods and discipline so Jax as to make 
it possible for desperate felons, al- 
most at will, to gain their freedom 
and again begin preying on the 
public.

The inves- 
tigation should be thorough and 
Searching and should leave.no stone 
unturned in order to properly place 
the responsibility for a condition 
under which law-breakers supposed- 
ly safely incarcerated can secure aid 
both from within and without in 
planning jail-breaks. |

Denies Harvey Nanied Harding. 

Daugherty’s version of the nomina- 
tion of President Harding shatters 
the “fable of the smoke-filléd room” 
in the Blackstone hotel in Chicago 
where Colonel George Harvéy and a 


ported to have cleared the way for 
the nomination of Harding. 

“IT was Harding's campaign. man- 
ager,” he writes, “I knew with prac- 
tical certainty -how faany votes he 
would receive on every ballot before 
it was cast.’ I neyer saw or spoke 
to Mr. Harvey during the convention, 
I never heard of such a meeting un- 
til long after the nomination. The 
meeting was a myth.” . 

Daugherty Selects Nominee.

lots. After the eighth, Lowden went 
to the convention to withdraw his 
name while he was yet in the lead, 
and although the ninth had not yet 
been taken, he congratulated Harding 
on his nomination. 

On the ninth ballot Hafding led 
the field with 374 votes, and on the 
tenth, and last, victory was his. 


Fall's Nomination Confirmed 
Unanimously. 


Concerning Harding’s cabinet ap- 
pointments, the president's first choice 
was Hughes for secretary of state, 
and Daugherty denies the statement 
by Fall that -the ‘position was first 
offered to the latter. 

Even when Fall was mentioned for 
the post of secretary of interior, 
Daugherty says he looked with disfa- 
vor on Fall because he had bolted 
the party and followed Roosevelt and 
the progressiyes in 1912. Then un* 
known to Daugherty, Fall sent a wire 
to Harding, urging, immediate an- 
nouncement of the appointment over 
Daugherty’s signature. 

Though Daugherty dissented, Fall’s

So slow, 
Daugherty writes, that he insisted on 
‘Harding's dropping everything and 
taking a trip to Alaska. 

“T warned him against making too 
many speeches, but the itinerary de- 
veloped into an orgy of speech-mak- 
ing. From June 20 to July 31 he 
made 85 public speeches. An average 
of more than two a day through the 
hottest days of one of the 
summers on record. “The strain was 
enough to have killed @ much young- 
ér man.” 

Expects Coolidge to Explain. 

“When Coolidge came into office,” 
Daugherty relates, “I offered him my 
resignation, and he refused to consider 
it for a moment. And so I made: an- 
other blunder. I stayed.”’ 

He tells of his last days in office 
as attorney-general. He writes of the 
terrific pressure brought to bear on 
Coolidge for his removal. 

In the beginning, Coolidge, stood by 
Daugherty sturdily. But he weak- 
ened before the storm of his enemies 
and asked for his resignation. 

“In asking’ for my _ resignation,”

They are un- 
der state protection now but a law 
may be opened to shoot them if they 
continue increasing 

AID SOUGHT. 

Aid of sportsmen all over the state 
will be sought in the new move to 
save the quail supply and letters now 
are being sent out to farmers, Twitty | 
said. 

“Georgians, who have always had | 
lenty of game, are awaking to the 
fact that the supply, just like a money 
supply, will eventually run out unless 
something is done to maintain it,” 
Twitty said. 

A meeting within the next few days 
will officially open the campaign for 
rehabilitating the state’s quail supply. 
Conimissioner Twitty has been very 
active in-the interest of game salva- 
tion. A few. years back, Mexican 
quail were imported. This time, how- 
ever, he hopes to use only Georgia 
Bob White, a much better game bird, 
for restocking purposes. 

Twitty is contemplating ‘a personal 
hunting trip to Douglas soon to fur- 
ther investigate the quail situation.

He tossed an immense fortune, es-? 
timated at $6,000,( into baseball, 
not as a business vemture® but as a 

rsonal hobby. He always insisted 

e never drew a nickel of the club's 

rofits. He became a bulwark in the 

seball world, the high and lowly of 
which mourned his passing teday. 

Wrigley’s entry into baseball was 
caused by the jests of his friends. 
While traveling about selling soap, 
he often heard his friends jest over 
the fact that a city of Chicago's size 
didn’t own its own National league 
ball club. It was then owned by 
Charles Taft, of Cincinnati. Wrigley 
promised himself he would buy the 
team or see that wealthy Chicago 
sportsmen did. In 1916, he persuad- 
ed several Chicagoans, headed by 
Charles Weeghman, to buy it. 

‘Wrigley soon acquired controlling 
interest in the’ club and immediately 
started to work wonders with its or- 
ganization. 

During the early days of reorgani- 
zation, a young sports writer. on a 
Chicago newspapér wrote several ar- 
ticles “panning” the team and Ats 
methods. Wrigley called him in. 

“What's the matter? Do you think 
you could do better than we are?’ he 
asked.

‘Harbin pinned Gordon Brown to the

The reporter, William L. Veeck, is 
still on the job and rated as one of 
the shrewdest leaders in the game.
